DETAILED ACTION 

The Terminal Disclaimer filed on 19 October 2009 has been acknowledged. 
Terminal Disclaimer 

1 . The terminal disclaimer filed on 1 9 October 2009 disclaiming the terminal portion 
of any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date 
of U.S. Patent Nos. 7,303,254, 6,994,420, 6,857,724, 6,679,584 and 6,672,706 has 
been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 18-21 are allowed over prior arts as discussed in Applicant's Remarks 
filed on 1 9 October 2009. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The primary reason for the allowance of claims 18-21 is the inclusion of the 
limitation of an inkjet printer that includes an image processing apparatus comprising a 
data communication means that is configured to communicate the print data to the 
printhead to control operation of at least 10,000 nozzle arrangements of the printhead 
chips. It is this limitation found in the claims, as it is claimed in the combination of, that 
has not been found, taught or suggested by the prior art of record which makes these 
claims allowable over the prior art.
